The license Onllnance. 

The i-etltlon for Ihe aim-ndment of 
the license ordinance will be present- 
ed to the lower hoard of the general 
courM-ft, probably tonight. The prin- 
cipal objection to Ihe ordinance was 
made at the Retail Merchants' asso- 
ciation by a druggist. 

Some of the druggists are bitter 
toward the license. They are 
limited strictly lo a prescription liquor 
business, unless they pay a llcrnso of 
IMO. In Justice to the one in ques- 
tion, It should be explained that he 
Is not si>eaktng for the few druggilHts 
who have been caught doing a rplen- 
dld Sunday liquor businesa, while tho 
saloons were closed. Reputable drug- 
gists, no doubt, feel that In more 
waya than tbia, they are restricted 
In a legitimate business; end whether 
they are or not, snythtng The Sun 
might say on the subject would not 
rhangt- their opinion. 

The real reason for raining the 
driiKgicts' retail liquor licence to 
$v HI, was that the saloon men pay 
that Hcenae to sell liquor, and re- 
strictions are placed on (hoir busi- 
ness.

8. Baeppert. the inventor and manu- 
facturer of the pearl button, la now 
In Greenaburg In the Interewt of the 
government, and will Invaatigata 
Green river and Had out the musaelt 
It contains. Up to thla time, twenty- 
eight species have been diaoovered, 
eight of them having great commer- 
cial value. He is well pleased with 
his trip here, and says he flnde thw 
formation In Green river so Intereet- 
Ing that he will urge the fish eom- 
misslon to send profosaora to make a 
more extended research. 

The button mussel Is getting 
sraree In the northern streams, and 
congress has appropriated 85.000 to 
investigate the muesel anJ $ 28,000 
to establish • hatchery and aid In 
keeping up the button industry, like 
the government does the lisblng in- 
dustry. 

■Mr. Baeppc'rt is an expert In bis 
line, and It I* like a visit to Fairy- 
land to pee hia eollectlon. If has 
the little eggs, each mussel being es- 
timated to produce from 20.000 to 
100,000. The egxs are spawned, ho 
says, and are then carried by being 
attached to fish until further devel- 
oped. He has with him the enemy 
of the mussel, which Is a genuine 
reptile not unlike the mythical drag- 
on, a kind of worm with legs. The 
creature builds a neat by gluing 
stones together and fastening It to 
the musael'a ahelt. Then, when tha 
bivalve opens to feed, the worm run* 
from the neat Into the shell, and 
the destruction to the mussel Is 
great. 

.Mr. Baeppert has a pearl button 
factory In Indiana, employing come 
twenty persons, but It has been 
dosed down aince the panic. Ho 
came to this country from Germany, 
where be manufactured biittoas forty 
years ago.
